This letter recited, at much length, the history 
of the separation ot Texas from Mexico, and set 
forth, very fully, the advantages, which it was 
supposed would accrue to the United States from 
«uch annexation. 


On the 25th ot August Mr Forsytb, the Secre- 


tary of Stale, answered this letter;—and the fol- 
lowing is an extract from that answer. 


"The question ot the annexation ol a foreign 


independent State to the United States has never 
before been presented to this government. Since 
tne adoption of their Constitution two large ad- 
ditions have been made to the domain originally 
claimed ay Ike United States. 
In acquiring 


U>em this Government was not actuated by a 
mere thirst for sway over,a broader space. Para- 
mount interests x>f many members oftheconte- 
ceracy, and the permanent well being of all, im- 
petatively urged upon this Government the ne- 
cessity ot an extention ol its jurisdiction over 
Louisiana and Florida 
As peace, however,was 


our cherished policy, never to be depailed lioin 
unless honor should be periled by adhering to 
it, we patiently endured lor a time serious in- 
conveniences and privations, and sought a trans- 
let of those regions, (by negotiations and not 


by conquest.) 
'"The issue ot those negotiations was a condi- 
tional cession of these countries tothe United. 
btates. The circumstances, 
however, ot their 


being colonial possessions of France and Spam, 
and therefore dependent on the metropolitan 
Governments, renders those transactions mate- 
rially different from that which would be present- 


posed, and m 1812 Louisiana was admitted into 
the Union as a State, upon the same looting as 
the original States 
All branches of the gov- 


ernment concurred in this act, and the country 
acquiesced in it. 


In the year 1819, a treaty was concluded with 


Spain, tor the cession of Florida. 
This treaty 


followed the precedent of that with France, and 
contained this stipulation : 


"The inhabitants of the territories which his 


Catholic Majesty cedes to the United Stats, by 
this Treaty, shall be incorporated in the Union 
of the United Slates, as soon as may be con- 
sistent with the principles of the federal con- 
stitution, and admitted to the enjoyment of all 
the privileges, rights, and immunities, of the 
citizens ot the United States."
